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AN  ORDINANCE 

Relating  to  Crime.*  and  l*un- 
i^ltuieuls. 

Section  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the 
City  Council  of  Salt  Lake  City , That 
wherever  by  the  ordinances  of  said 
city  the  punishnjent  for  any  crime  is 
declared  to  be  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment, or  by  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, such  fine  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  ninety-nine  dollars,  nor  such 
imprisonment  exceed  one  hundred 
days  for  any  one  offence. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  convicted  of 
stealing  property  within  the  limits  of 
said  city,  of  value  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  (except  where  by  the  terri- 
torial statutes  such  stealing  is  de- 
clared to  be  grand  larceny), 
shall  be  liable  to  a fine  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  ninety  nine  dollars,  or 
to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  days,  or  to  both  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  sentenced  to 
imprisonment,  for  violating  any  ordi- 
nance of  said  city,  may  be  ordered  by 
the  court  passing  judgment,  to  per- 
form labor  on  the  public  works,  or 
other  works  of  said  city,  during  the 
term  of  such  imprisonment;  but  no 
prisoner  shall  be  required  to  perform 
labor  more  than  ten  hours  a day,  nor 
on  Sunday.
